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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument has not been found 
sufficiently persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Peach et al. do not teach the claimed limitations, in view of the definition on page 5 of the instatn spcification of 
"CDR loop structure." 

This is not found persuasive, because the definition is not limiting, in that it reads "surface polypeptide loop structures OR regions LIKE 
the complemetarity determining regions." Therfore, the Examiner's interpretation of the claim language XDR loop structure" as inclusive 
of e.g. the V-like domains of CD28 or CTLA-4 is not inconsistent with the instant specification. Furthermore, the region where the CTLA- 
4-derived sequence is longer than the CD28-derived sequence by one amino acid in the HS2 construct (Figure 3 of Peach et al.) appears 
to be located on the surface of the HS2 molecule (compare the alignment in Figure 1 with the model in Figure 6 of Peach et al.), and as 
such is located within a "surface polypeptide loop structure," as required by the definition on page 5 of the instant specification. 
Therefore, the rejections of record are maintained for the reasons of record. 
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
